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Crackdown 
on foreign 
gangs using 
our roads to 
fuel crime

GANGS of Eastern European criminals 
using Kent’s road network to try and 
avoid being detected by police have 
been targeted in a major drive to stamp 
out organised crime. 

It formed part of a week-long cam¬ 
paign by forces nationwide aimed at 
tracking down foreign criminals in¬ 
volved in serious crime including human 
trafficking, money laundering and fraud. 

Kent’s force played a major part - 
catching a Romanian man wanted by 
Berkshire police for kidnap. 

Officers also arrested a man for drink¬ 
driving and two Polish men were pulled 
over and found to be driving a car 
deemed in such a dangerous condition 
it was immediately seized. 

Another car seized found the Roma¬ 
nian driver had no insurance. 


The nationwide drive, called Opera¬ 
tion Trivium, saw British police team up 
with officers from Romania, Lithuania 
and Poland. 

But for Kent Police it was business as 
usual, explained Inspector Paul Sell- 
wood, of the force’s roads policing unit. 

“Being located where we are, this is 
the kind of thing we deal with every 
day,” he said. 

“We’ve got two of the big corridors - 
the M2/A2 and M20/A20 - and the 
port. It means 70-80 per cent of vehicle 
movements come through Kent. 

“That’s why we were particularly 
keen to get involved in this nationwide 
operation. The additional intelligence 
from other forces really helped. 

“It’s fed into a central system which 
makes it more effective and quick.” 

The aim of the operation was to crack 
down on criminal networks attempting

to avoid detection on Kent’s roads. 

Using intelligence and Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition (ANPR), 
foreign-registered cars and UK cars 
driven by Eastern European nationals 
believed to be linked to crime or acting 
suspiciously were tracked down and 
pulled over. 

Officers from Romania, Lithuania 
and Poland, who came over to the UK 
for the crackdown, were also able to 
carry out real-time checks to establish if 
the occupants were wanted by police in 
their home countries. 

This i n formation could then be fed 
through to regional forces. 

“There’s a lot of crime such as theft 
from vehicles, burglary, right up to the 
more serious crimes,” said Inspector 
Sellwood. “We’re trying to disrupt the 
criminal network. ” 

National lead for roads policing, Chief 
Constable Suzette Davenport, said 
many of the criminals are organised 
and use the road network to travel 
around to try and avoid being caught 


As the main point of entry to the UK, 
Kent is on the front line when it comes 
to Eastern Europeans coming in which 
can cause ill-feeling, particularly with 
the perception it leads to foreign 
criminals operating in our county. 

The reality is, of course, that crime 
happens at the hands of all nationali¬ 
ties and this latest crack down is one of 
many carried out by the force, in which 
they target different groups and crimes. 

We contacted Migrant Helpline, 
which has its headquarters in Dover, to 
discuss the issues surrounding Eastern 
Europeans to see what the organisation 
thought about this specific operation, 
but they were unavailable for com- 


by police.

However, speaking to us last 
month on the thorny topic of immigra¬ 
tion, chief executive Robert McCrea, 
explained the benefits of cultural 
cohesion and what we gain being 
the gateway to England.

"Families are relocated from London 
to live in seaside towns which can 
cause problems in itself and that has 
nothing to do with migrants."

Royal baby’s links to 
county run deep as 
Sophie tells of delight

KENT blood will course through the veins of the 
new royal baby, Prince George of Cambridge. 

Champagne corks were popping across the 
county this week after the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge revealed their first born to the world 
- the third in line to the throne. 

And the county can feel more proud than 
most, with plenty of ancestral connections to the 
Middleton family and proud mum Catherine. 

Researchers William Addams Reitwiesner 
and Michael J Wood compiled Kate’s family tree 
prior to her wedding to Prince William in 2011, 
and it revealed strong Kent roots. 

Her great-great-grandfather was Frederick 
John Glassborow, born in Nelson Terrace, Hag- 
gerstone, Middlesex, on February 22,1859. 

A shipping manager, he died at Homeleigh, 
Beltinge, near Herne Bay, on December 21,1932. 

Another great-great-great-grandparent was 
brick maker John Goldsmith, who was born in 
Maidstone in 1827 and died tragically from in¬ 
ternal strangulation in Islington in June 1888. 

With details becoming slightly more vague, 
Kate had a great-great-great-great-grandfather, 
again called John Goldsmith, who was born in 
Kent in 1783. He was still in the building trade 
and was a carpenter. He died around 1851. 

Meanwhile, Kent’s very own royal Sophie, 
Countess of Wessex, wife of Prince Edward, the 
youngest son of the Queen, said she was “ridicu¬ 
lously happy” for William and Catherine. 

Speaking to reporters after the birth, the coun¬ 


tess, who grew up in Brenchley near Tunbridge 
Wells, said: “I’m so excited for them both. 

“Everybody’s absolutely thrilled as you can 
imagine. I never expected to feel quite this happy 
but I’ve had a big smile on my face ever since.” 


Birth of the princes 

THE Sun's former royal correspondent, 
Harry Arnold, remembers well the time 
Princes William and Harry were born. 

Mr Arnold, from Aldington, said by the 
time the second son was born, he was so 
close to Prince Charles, people were 
joking Harry was named after him. 

He told this newspaper: "I was outside 
the hospital when William was born. 

"When Prince Charles emerged to say 
William had been born, I jumped over the 
barrier and was the first to shake his hand to 
congratulate him, which rather amazed him. 

"I was not worried about being arrested; 
the atmosphere was too nice for anyone 
to be punished for something like that. It 
went very well."

Failures of localism highlighted 

Passed to give communities a voice in the fight to stop controversial projects going ahead, the

IT WAS to spark a shift of power from central 
government to communities, but two years after 
the celebrated Localism Bill was made law, many 
argue local people remain without a voice. 

Controversy has reigned, particularly in re¬ 
cent months, with communities secretary Eric 
Pickles nodding through developments which 
people in Kent have tried strenuously to stop. 

Instead, the very power promised to them by 
the Coalition has seemingly been stripped away, 
leaving them at the mercy of politicians and 
developers. 

Consultations into major projects are increas¬ 
ingly being viewed by cynics as merely a box¬ 
ticking exercise to pave the way for what many 
consider to be a fait accompli. 

As a consequence, the very foundations of both 
local and central government is being shaken. 

Can we, as a population, still feel confident our 
voice is going to be heard? 

Examples of where the apparent will of the 
people was overlooked litter the county. 

There is the planned expansion of Lydd 
Airport - supported by Shepway District Council 
- and the contentious development of Oaken 
Wood, near Maidstone, which would mean 
the loss of ancient woodland, a plan supported 


by Kent County Council. 

Both cases were “called in” by the Govern¬ 
ment and following public inquiries, Mr Pickles 
gave the green light. 

Those in support of the Localism Act will ar¬ 
gue its raison d’etre was never to allow the voice 
of the people to out trump the view of the elected 
- but the question remains whether our voice is 
being heard at all. 

So just what happened to so-called localism; 
the Act which should devolve decision-making 
powers away from Westminster and into the 
hands of local people? 

“Local people have no real voice,” said Tom 
French, managing partner of chartered survey¬ 
ors BTF Partnership in Challock, near Ashford. 

“The Government goes through the box-tick¬ 
ing exercise of a consultation, but if it sees the 
development as a greater good, something that 
will help the economy, it’s then difficult for local 
people to challenge these big developments. 

“If you take the lower Thames crossing, people 
will tick one of the boxes. 

“But ultimately it’s not going to be a group of 
residents who says where it goes. It’s a govern¬ 
ment decision based on what impact it will have 
on the economy. A public consultation is very 
much a process it must go through.” 

Mr French, who gave evidence at the recent 
public inquiry into dualling of the A21 near 


Tunbridge Wells - a case of where public opin¬ 
ion and constant political pressure has finally 
being brought to bear - on behalf of a landown¬ 
er, added that engineering restraints dictate 
where a bridge or tunnel would be; something a 
layman would find hard to dispute. 

One of the key elements of the localism agenda 
is developers must consult communities, giving 
them a chance to comment while there is still 
genuine scope to make changes to proposals. 

But if consultations are just a box-ticking ex¬ 
ercise, are we fighting a losing battle? 

A spokeswoman for the Department for 
Communities and Local Government (DCLG) i 
defended the Localism Act, explaining to KoS J 
that in the recent case of the Dover Western M 
Heights and Farthingloe Valley develop- m 
ment - which will see 521 houses built as ^ 
well as amenities within an Area of Out- 
standing Natural Beauty - Mr Pickles used 
“localism”. 

He refused to step in when Protect Kent, 
the county’s branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, called for a public 
inquiry after Dover District Council ap- M 
proved the plans. 

“It’s rare he gets involved in local cas- 
es like this,” said the spokeswoman. 

“If anything, this highlights localism S 
by not stepping in and instead leaving it W* 
for the local authority to decide.” 

But what about the community? 

Realistically, as long as it is being decided on a 
local level, through the district or borough coun¬ 
cil, then localism is surely being achieved. 

It could, ultimately, come down to semantics. 

It could also prove dangerous to consistently 
ignore the voice of local authorities in favour of 
communities. 

Localism might, in that case, become a tool for 
Nimbyism, halting development and leading to a 
severe lack of housing for a growing population. 

Striking the balance is important, but remem¬ 
bering the Coalition’s promise to local people 
that they can help shape where they live should 
not be forgotten. 

Jamie Weir, from Protect Kent, said the Gov¬ 
ernment launched localism with much fanfare, 
but he stressed that communities are only lis¬ 
tened to when they say ‘yes’ to development. 

“When they rally against a development, the 
decision is taken far above their heads by central 
government, making a mockery of the concept 
of localism,” he said. 

“Eric Pickles is very unlikely to understand the 
needs and desires of communities he has never 
spoken with, so I don’t think it’s appropriate for 
him to force centralised decision-making on the 
public in these places.” 

Lib Dem parliamentary candidate for Maid¬ 
stone, Jasper Gerard, who has been active in the 
campaign to protect Oaken Wood, said there 
needed to be greater clarity. 

“For instance; we have had confirmation from 
the DCLG that it is up to each council to set its 
own house-building targets,” he said. 

“But the Conservative-run Maidstone Bor¬ 
ough Council keeps trying to invoke other state¬ 
ments from government saying ministers are 
forcing the council to plaster our area with up to 
14,800 houses. 

“I am convinced this is just spin and am reas¬ 
sured by a letter written to me by Nick Clegg 
[deputy prime minister] which makes clear 
communities do have the power to shape their 
own future. 

“I hope more councils start to test this, in the 
courts if necessary. They need to remember who

they represent - the people. They now have the 
power, so they should use it.” 

Earlier this year, Medway Council was dealt a 
major blow after a government planning inspec¬ 
tor threw out plans to redevelop a former mili¬ 
tary site - plans which have cost the taxpayer 
some £2 7 million. 

The ambitious proposal to develop the land at 
Lodge Hill had been the focus of two decades of 
work and formed a key part of Medway Council’s 
core strategy for the area. But the planning in¬ 
spectorate deemed the strategy unsound. 

Charity RSPB had opposed the scheme due to 
the 70 nightingales discovered at the site and gov¬ 
ernment body Natural England subsequently de¬ 
clared it a Site of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI).

What is the Localism Act? 



Arlington House, Margate 


There was huge public opposition to the 
building of a new Tesco supermarket at the 
foot of the seafront block of flats. 

After a public inquiry and claims it would 
harm the town centre, the Government said 
yes. 



Oaken Wood, Maidstone 


Hermitage Quarry's argument it needed to 
destroy 33 acres of ancient woodland to mine 
ragstone enraged conservationists who 
demanded Eric Pickles step in.

Lydd Airport 


Situated between Dungeness power station 
and a nature reserve, campaigners fought hard 
against plans for the extension of the runway 
and boost in passenger numbers. 

An inquiry took place and the decision was 
made by self-confessed bird-watcher Pickles. 

He still gave it the thumbs up. 


The Localism Act was introduced in 2011, 
and aimed to devolve more decision-making 
powers from central government back into 
the hands of communities and councils. 

The key parts are: 

■ new freedoms and flexibilities for local 
government 

■ new rights and powers for communi¬ 
ties and individuals 

■ reform to make the planning system 
more democratic and effective 

■ reform to ensure decisions about 
housing are taken locally 

Local authorities have the power to set 
their own strategies for the future, called 
the Local Plan, based on local needs, and 
communities have the power to get more 
involved in planning in their area. 

A petition with 10,000 signatures, for 
example, can spark a debate at County Hall, 
shown in the historic vote for grammar 
provision for Sevenoaks and the recent 
Freedom Bus Pass extension campaign. 


Leader of Medway Council, Rodney Cham¬ 
bers, called the planning inspector’s decision 
“unthinkable”. 

He added: “This won’t just cost public money 
- it will cost local people 5,000 much-needed 
new homes, and 5,000 jobs.” 

Local authorities often find themselves in dif¬ 
ficult situations when tackling planning; faced 
with the need to build more housing while pro¬ 
tecting the area for those who already live there. 

But it’s not just housing that creates contro¬ 
versy; Kent currently has two major worries on 
its hands likely to lead to a David and Goliath 
battle with government. 

One involves the persistent focus on the north 
Kent coast for a Thames Estuary airport; the 
other a resolution to traffic hot spot the Dartford 
Crossing in the form of a third crossing and 
where it should be built. 

Mr French of the BTF Partnership said the 
reality was if the Government wanted to build 
an airport it would find a way around concerns 
surrounding ecological issues. 

When mass opposition over developments is 
raised, the Government can call it in for a public 
inquiry in which a review of evidence on both 
sides takes place in view of a government 
planning inspector before being referred to Mr 
Pickles for a decision. 

Controversial developments, such as the ex¬ 
pansion of Lydd Airport and Oaken Wood, were 
both subject to a public inquiry. 

Mr French said: “The process is very compli¬ 
cated and expensive. 

“Take a big road scheme like the A21; if there 
are concerns over where a route has been decid¬ 
ed, it’s difficult to object. 

“Affected parties can go to the inquiry, but 
you’ve got to have fundamental reasons as to 
why you’re objecting. 

“The Government will look at the greater good 
and the extra incentives that it gives to the econ¬ 
omy. It’s very difficult to challenge this. 

“The Highways Agency, for example, will 
have a barrister at all times, they will have their 
experts, they’ll have an engineer for risk assess¬ 
ment - they’ll have every single requirement 


needed. 

“If you get a chance to object to their propos¬ 
als, the first thing they will do is put you down. 

“They’ll question ‘do you think you are better 
placed to be commenting on engineering?’ 

“Unless you have sufficient experience then 
it’s difficult to challenge. If you’re bringing in 
your own experts, it gets expensive. 

“A person can represent themselves, but the 
length of public inquiries and the timetables 
means it’s difficult to attend every day.” 

He admitted bodies such as the Highways 
Agency were under pressure to deliver while 
keeping costs down. 

Mr French added the ecological side of things, 
however, was more subjective so sometimes eas¬ 
ier to fight for communities. 

However, authorities can obtain land - even if 
there is opposition - under a compulsory pur¬ 
chase order, which can be enforced on a land- 
owner on the grounds it will benefit the public. 

Mr French said: “No-one gets rich out of com¬ 
pulsory purchase. It puts you back in the same 
situation you were in before. 

“You don’t benefit.” 

Ultimately, he says, lives are blighted and any 
compensation can’t be claimed until further 
down the line, when the development is built. It 
could end up being years. 

Planning has always been, and is likely to re¬ 
main, a thorny topic, one filled with complica¬ 
tions and often with animosity. 

Localism, it was hoped, would help smooth 
things over by allowing communities and local 
authorities more power to shape their districts. 

But confusion reigns over who has the ulti¬ 
mate say. 

Is it councils, with their new powers to set 
house building targets in the local plan, or the 
Government to ensure each area is providing for 
future generations? 

And where does the voice of local people fit in?

Do we demonise women criminals? 

Marijke Cox Looks at the difference in sentencing between the sexes 


THE Moors Murders shook the British public like 
few other cases before or since. 

Spiriting away and killing children, before 
hiding their bodies in the windswept, lonely 
Yorkshire Moors struck a very particular chord- 
which continues to haunt the public to this day. 

Yet while the public revulsion with the killers 
- Ian Brady and Myra Hindley - has never wa¬ 
vered, it was Hindley who attracted perhaps the 
most ferocious response. 

How could, the nation pondered, a woman 
carry out such heinous crimes towards children? 

Because for all of society’s strides to embrace 
equality, there are traits that are not so easily 
shed. Women, for example, continue to be seen 
as the “gentler sex” with a maternal instinct. 

All of which makes trying to square that away 
with their involvement in sometimes appalling 
crimes all the more difficult, and morbidly fasci¬ 
nating for the media. 

Female killers are rare, of course, but compare 
the way those committing lesser offences can of¬ 
ten be demonised by the media and, in turn, the 
public alike. Karen Matthews, who was involved 
in her own daughter’s kidnapping, or Maxine 
Carr, who provided Soham killer Ian Huntley 
with a false alibi, for example. 

There remain concerns women are treated in 
a different way to men when it comes to the jus¬ 
tice system. Research states female offenders are 
treated differently to males, and this goes right 
down to the more minor crimes. 

In Kent, figures from the Howard League for 
Penal Reform suggest that for non-violent crimes, 
women are more likely than men to receive a 
short custodial sentence than community serv¬ 
ice. The Howard League told KoS that while 
magistrates were making good use of communi¬ 
ty sentences to help cut crime and turn women’s 
lives around, some benches were imposing pris¬ 
on terms unnecessarily in some cases. 

Figures show courts in Kent gave prison terms 
in 1.4 per cent of non-violent cases to women, 
twice as often as benches in criminal justice are¬ 
as in some other counties - although this figure 
has reduced dramatically over the last decade. 

Director of campaigns at the Howard League, 
Andrew Neilson, told this newspaper that wom¬ 
en with no previous convictions are more likely 
to be sent to prison than men. 


He explained: “These statistics certainly sug¬ 
gest there is some discrimination. It is possible 
that some sentencers expect women to be law- 
abiding, especially those with children, and so 
consequently are more punitive when women 
do offend. Given the damage imprisonment does 
to women and their families, we would hope 
such attitudes are in the minority.” 

He said 62 per cent of women given prison 
sentences of 12 months or less go on to reoffend 
within a year of their release, adding: “In con¬ 
trast, only 3 3 per cent of women on community 
orders commit further crimes.” 

Mr Neilson explained: “Women are often the 
sole carers of children and a community sen¬ 
tence causes less disruption to the family. 

“Community orders are also cheaper than 
custodial sentences and reducing the female 
prison population would enable more money to 
be spent on tackling the root causes of criminal¬ 
ity, such as homelessness and drug addiction.” 

Female offenders in Kent and Medway trapped 
in a cycle of crime were thrown a lifeline in 2 011 
with the launch of a new all-female probation 
service for women. Called Prospects and run by 
Kent Probation, it provides a safe and secure en¬ 
vironment for women to address their offending 
behaviour, separate from men. 

An evaluation of the first 24 women on the 
Prospects scheme in Chatham revealed that 
none went on to re-offend in the 12 months 
since starting. 

Suki Binning, Kent Probation’s director of in¬ 
terventions, said: “The women’s groups are a pio¬ 
neering community-based approach just for 
women offenders. They empower women to 
change their lives and are helping to reduce re¬ 
offending. This is not only improving the lives of 
the women, but also of their families and victims. ” 

Kent Probation stressed that it respected that 
sentencing is for courts to decide and for some 
women community orders may not be suitable. 

Speaking to KoS when it first launched, Kent 
Probation’s Maurice O’Reilly said women were 
often punished more severely than men by the 
criminal justice service, despite them being more 
likely to have been victims of domestic or sexual 
violence themselves, leading them to crime. 

He added: “Historically, it was men who of¬ 
fended whereas the woman’s role was to be at 
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home. It was seen as even more unacceptable for 
a woman to offend.” 

A group of influential MPs on the Justice Select 
Committee this week released a report stating 
that prison remained “expensive and ineffective” 
in dealing with female offenders who do not pose 
a significant risk to the public.

Railway’s golden era preserved 
as signal boxes get listed status 


Joint project between Network Rail and English Heritage safeguards eight of county’s historic 
buildings, many of which faced threat of destruction as modernisation programme continues

ELEVEN of the rarest and best preserved 
railway signal boxes in the south east 
have been given Grade II-listed status - 
among them eight from Kent. 

The Department for Culture Media 
and Sport granted the status as a result 
of a joint English Heritage and Network 
Rail project to safeguard the nation’s 
railway signalling heritage. 

It means the buildings will be protect¬ 
ed from developers and given special 
protection. 

The listings come as Network Rail, 
which controls the national’s rail infra¬ 
structure, decommissions many mechan¬ 
ical signal boxes to consolidate signalling 
into 12 regional centres, as part of a 
30-year plan to modernise the system. 

Heritage minister Ed Vaizey said: 
“Our interest in everything to do with 
trains and railways - and the ‘golden 
age’ of steam in particular - is one of our 
most endearing and enduring national 
preoccupations. Signal boxes are a big 
part of this, so I am very pleased to be 
able to list these examples.” 

“It is greatly to Network Rail’s credit 
that they have worked so constructively 
with English Heritage to bring this 
project to such a successful outcome.” 

The eight Kent signal boxes are in 
Aylesford, Canterbury East, Cuxton, 
Grain, Maidstone West, Shepherdswell, 
Snodland and Wateringbury. In addi¬ 
tion are Eastbourne and Rye in East Sus¬ 
sex and Littlehampton in West Sussex. 

John Minnis, senior investigator at 
English Heritage, said: “These are very 
special buildings, at one time a familiar 
sight on our railway system. 

“This week’s listings will ensure that 
many of these highly distinctive designs 
which were full of character are protect¬ 
ed for years to come, providing a win¬ 
dow into how railways were operated in 
the past.” 

Jerry Swift, Network Rail’s head of 
community rail, added: “Our operating 
strategy would see a marked accelera¬ 
tion in the number of signal boxes de¬ 
commissioned each year, so it is vital we 
have plans in place to deal with that 
sensitively and sustainably. 

“Identifying the most significant sig¬ 
nal boxes so that they are safeguarded 
for future generations is something we 
are all committed to. 

“It is important that they have a life 
after the national railway network has 
finished with them and we are working 
with a number of heritage organisa¬ 
tions to try to find suitable homes for 
them for the future, 

“It is also great news these newly list¬ 
ed boxes will survive as examples of our 
railway’s colourful past as we modern¬ 
ise the network for the 21st century.”

HISTORY OF THE SIGNAL BOX 


Installed from the mid-19th century 
onwards, signal boxes numbered 
around 10,000 at the peak of their 
use in the 1940s. 

Today, fewer than 500 are still in 
use by Network Rail. 

They were built in highly visible 
spots at stations or level crossings 
to an infinite variety of designs, 
sometimes with beautiful detailing 
and embellishment far beyond what 
is needed for their practical function. 

They were constructed both by 


specialist contractors like Saxby & 
Farmer and individual railway 
companies, each developing their 
own distinctive style. 

English Heritage has worked in 
close partnership with Network 
Rail to identify and protect a 
representative sample of the most 
significant designs, especially those 
within groups of historic railway 
buildings, capturing a snapshot of 
the Victorian heyday of railways for 
future generations. 


GRADED STATUS 


From Cornwall to Kent and Sussex 
to North Yorkshire, a total of 26 
signal boxes across England have 
been newly given listed status. 

Dated from the 1870s to the 
1920s, many still retain their original 
operating equipment and have 
become much loved local land¬ 
marks. 


The box designs range from 
imposing structures, like the 
enormous Saxby & Farmer designed 
box at Eastbourne, to simple 
single-storey timber buildings, 
like the diminutive Stevens & Sons 
box at Grain Crossing in Medway, 
the last survivor of a once numerous 
design. 
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WOMAN HURT 


During the show, a visitor had 
to be taken to hospital after a 
pyrotechnic thunder flash 
exploded in her hand.

The police have said they 
will not be investigating the 
incident any further. Kent 
Trading Standards have 
declined to comment.

Teething problems and hidden agendas 
behind our multi-bin collection services 



Red, green, black and blue - households up and 
down the county are being given new recycling 
bins, but are we doing all the dirty work just so 
hard-pressed councils can save on their budget?

THERE are few topics more likely to raise a stink 
than that of rubbish collections. 

Where once upon a time you put your rubbish 
into a black sack and left it in a dustbin outside 
your house, today many homes are getting to 
grips with no fewer than six different containers 
for refuse. 

And while few would argue with the need to 
recycle to protect our environment, the sheer 
scale and expectation to sort out our cardboard 
from plastic, our bottles from cans, is proving a 
real challenge. 

Many in the county have already gone 
through this transition, but for thousands of 
others the sight of living in an area where the 
main feature is an array of rubbish bins takes 
some getting used to. 

Canterbury City Council recently rolled out its 
new collection scheme comprising of a green bin 
for garden waste; a black bin for non-recycla- 
bles; a blue bin for plastics and bottles; a red pa¬ 
per box; a food caddy for inside the home and, fi¬ 
nally, a food caddy for outside. 

The £1 million scheme is designed to increase 
recycling and in the process save the council 
money, and should be used by all 70,000 resi¬ 
dents by the end of August. 

But leader of the opposition Lib Dems on Can¬ 
terbury City Council, Alex Perkins, has concerns. 

He said: “It’s not that it’s not a good scheme, 
but there have been rumblings. 

“We have a lot of tiny terraces in the centre of 
Whitstable and Canterbury, and it’s very hard to 
successfully store all of your bins and move them 
back and forth through the property. 

“But the biggest issue is that we have such a 
transient population. We have tens of thousands 
of students in the district. 

“A system like this will have to be learned and 
got used to. Even if at the end of this first year 
you get all the local residents working out how 
to do it, every year we have thousands of new 
student residents to who we will have to explain 
it again. That will prove challenging.” 


Nor is it helped when, during the first week in 
a part of Whitstable, a local resident filmed the 
Serco binmen mixing all the carefully sorted 
rubbish into one collection, something which 
left council chiefs spluttering apologies and vow¬ 
ing to never see repeated. 

Cynics suggest the move to ‘home sorting’ is 
financially motivated, which Cllr Perkins agrees. 

He adds: “I personally believe that everyone is 
responsible for their rubbish. 

’’However, have no doubt this is not the coun¬ 
cil’s motivation for doing it. 

“Kent County Council didn’t want to set up 
two or three giant plants to sort through every¬ 


one’s rubbish and put it into different streams. 

“You are talking hundreds of millions of 
pounds to set these things up. So it’s much easier 
and cheaper for them if people sort their rubbish 
at their own home.” 

All of which is one thing. But if the collections 
don’t take place you get a lot of angry people. 

Just ask Ashford Borough Council. 

It recently rolled out a similiar multi-bin 
scheme, only that at the peak of the recent heat¬ 
wave, contractor Biffa managed to miss out 
thousands of homes leaving many with food 
caddies in soaring temperatures and bags spill¬ 
ing into the streets. 


The Reverend Phillip Cox serves parishes in 
Little Chart and Pluckley. He was left waiting for 
almost three weeks for his collection. 

He said: “The first two Mondays nobody came 
at all. They finally came out and emptied every¬ 
one’s bin in our road except mine and my neigh¬ 
bour’s, so we had to get them out again. 

“I understand it’s a big operation, but not to 
have a bin collection for two and a half weeks in 
this hot weather is not good. 

“We have these new caddies that take food 
waste and my neighbour put it out for collection, 
and when she eventually emptied it, it was full of 
maggots.” 

Both Ashford Borough Council and refuse con¬ 
tractor Biffa were forced to make public apologies. 

Yet while put down to teething troubles, such 
incidents can undermine confidence in a service 
every household in the county relies upon. 

It is as much a public relations battle as it is a 
simple case of changing the approach to waste 
collections. 

A spokesman for Biffa said: “While this is no 
consolation to those personally affected, we have 
introduced a drastically different service to more 
than 50,000 households and overall are comfort¬ 
able with performance levels at this early stage. 

“Biffa has implemented new and very successful 
ways of collecting refuse and recycling for a 
number of local authorities over the past few years. 

“In our extensive experience, they all have 
something in common: service levels are always 
affected in the first few weeks or so, but these 
problems do diminish fairly quickly in both fre¬ 
quency and severity. ” 

If you haven’t experienced the six-bin extrava¬ 
ganza just yet, the chances are you will do soon. 

In east Kent, Thanet District Council is set to 
roll out its new system later this summer. 

Perhaps rather wisely, it will be hosting no 
fewer than 17 roadshows across the area to 
show residents just exactly how it will work.

Great Train Robbery: 50 years on, it 
continues to fascinate a generation

ALMOST exactly 50 years ago, a crime took 
place which would forever lodge itself in the 
British public’s psyche - the crooks involved 
becoming as famous as they were infamous. 

The Great Train Robbery of August 8, 1963, 
was an audacious raid which earned it the nick¬ 
name the “crime of the century”. 

It saw the Glasgow to London mail train hij acked 
and £2.6 million in unmarked cash stolen: the 
equivalent of stealing £41m in today’s money. 

The bulk of the cash was never recovered and 
several gang members evaded justice. 

Those that were caught were sentenced to 
more than 300 years in jail, but their legend 
lived on with the public, fascinated by the char¬ 
acters behind the raid. 

Its longevity was helped in no small part by 
the 1988 movie Buster, based on the life of 
robber Buster Edward. 

But perhaps the name most notoriously con¬ 
nected with the robbery is that of Ronnie Biggs. 

Sentenced to jail, he escaped after two years 
and lived a high-profile life on the run, taunting 
UK authorities from Brazil where there was no 
extradition agreement. 

It was in 1989, as he lived in Rio, Brazil, that 
he first came into contact with Mike Gray, a Kent 
writer and son of a prison warden, who had 
found himself fascinated by the gang, and Biggs 
in particular. It would start a friendship which 
continues to this day. 

“The Great Train Robbery will always be a 
part of British criminal history,” Mr Gray ex¬ 
plained from his home in Rainham, “due to the 
amount of money stolen. 

“It was also nearly trouble free, apart from the 
attack on Jack Mills the train driver. I know 
Biggs deeply regrets the attack on Mr Mills. 

“Biggs actually never stepped foot on the train 
and never touched a mailbag. ” 

Jack Mills was the driver on that fateful day. 
He was hit around the head with a cosh and suf¬ 
fered head injuries. He died some six years later 
of cancer, having never fully recovered from the 
incident. Whether there was a direct connection 
between the attack and his death remains the 
subject of great conjecture. 

Legend has it the gang had all been under 
strict instruction not to hurt anyone. 

Mr Gray said: “Had Mr Mills not suffered, the 
Great Train Robbery would have been perhaps 
on a par with Robin Hood and Dick Turpin in UK 
folklore,” 

After spending 36 years on the run, Biggs re¬ 
turned to the UK in 2001, where he was returned 
to jail - only to be released on compassionate 
grounds in 2009 as his health deteriorated. 

Now 83, Biggs lives in a nursing home in Bar- 
net, north London. 

Mr Gray remains a regular visitor. 

He said: “I did not want to be a prison officer like 
my father, but I became fascinated with Biggs. 

“Eventually, I contacted him in Brazil in 19 8 9. 
I wrote and telephoned him every month until 


his 2001 UK return, which evolved into another 
eight years of monthly prison visits. 

“I was the Free Ronnie Biggs organiser from 
1999 until 2009. 

“I knew I had to get everything out and writ¬ 
ing a book was the only way to get it all right. 


“I was also one of only 10 specially invited 
guests to his wedding at HMP Belmarsh. 

“He’s a fascinating character and one who has 
played a major role in my life.”

James Bond

THE screenwriters of one of the most critically 
acclaimed James Bond movies of all time have 
received honorary degrees from the University of 
Kent. 

Alumni Neal Purvis and Robert Wade first met 
at the university’s Canterbury campus, sharing 
a room for the first academic term in 1980-81. 

Mr Purvis went on to study film and photo¬ 
graphic arts - after quitting his philosophy 
course at Canterbury to pursue his studies in 
London - while Mr Wade studied film theory and 
English at the university.

They then got involved in a number of Bond 
movies, starting with The World Is Not Enough 
in 1999, continuing with the most recent offer¬ 
ing Skyfall which was released last year to 
worldwide acclaim. 

Mr Purvis said: “We shared a room when we 
were first arrived at uni and just became friends 
from there.” 

The University of Kent also awarded honorary 
degrees to BBC Radio Four presenter Carolyn 
Quinn and writer Maureen Duffy, as well as 
Judge George Arestis, Sir Michael Bett, Jonathan 
Cooper, Professor Bleddyn Davies, Professor 
Dame Ann Dowling, Freddy Kempf, Sir Peter 
Ricketts, Professor Richard Rosen and Dr Eliza¬ 
beth Vallance.

Despite criticism, PCC 
adamant she’ll appoint 
a youth commissioner

IT WAS a debacle which left a number of high- 
profile faces more than a little red. 

But it seems the Paris Brown affair has done 
little to stifle Police and Crime Commissioner 
Ann Barnes’ hopes of appointing a youth com¬ 
missioner to stand by her side. 

Perhaps a little burned from the fire she was 
forced to fight after foul-mouthed rants from 
the 17-year-old emerged on Twitter, Mrs Barnes 
is, unsurprisingly, this time being somewhat 
cautious. 

Despite saying in April she would reopen the 
application process for a new youth commis¬ 
sioner this summer, she told KoS this week, she 
is going to wait until the independent report into 
the saga is published - expected later this year. 

After the fiasco - which saw the Sheerness 
teenager, who boasted on Twitter about her sex 
life and drinking, and alluded to racism and vio¬ 
lence, sensationally quit her new post just 10 
days after being appointed - Mrs Barnes called 
for an independent review, of which she is now 
waiting for the findings. 

But ever determined, Mrs Barnes seems, for 


now, resolute in seeing the youth commissioner 
pledge through. 

“I’m currently awaiting an independent re¬ 
port into the recruitment process,” she told KoS. 

“Once I have reviewed the report, and the rec¬ 
ommendations, I will proceed with my promise 
to introduce a youth commissioner. 

“I did commit to doing this in my first year of 
office, and once I make a promise I never break it.” 

The report will highlight what went wrong in 
the recruitment process of Miss Brown, who 
would have received a salary of £15,000 for 
one-year, after which a new youth crime tsar 
would have been appointed. 

The document will also include recommenda¬ 
tions on how to move forward. 

Earlier this year, Mrs Barnes hinted the report 
would include scrutiny of communication pro¬ 
tocols between Kent Police and the office of the 
PCC. 

The PCC, despite admitting some responsibili¬ 
ty for the saga, argued the police vetting process 
did not include the scrutiny of social networking 
for the grade of post. 

“My office employed the normal procedures 
and we asked Paris whether there was anything 
we should know about and she said no; I hon-

estly believe this is because she just didn’t think 
about those tweets,” said Mrs Barnes at the time. 

Whatever happens, the PCC is certain to be 
trawling through any new recruit’s social net¬ 
working sites with a fine-tooth comb. 

The question is how many people will apply 
for a post which saw a young girl publically hu¬ 
miliated and her reputation tarnished at the ten¬ 
der age of just 17? 

MPs, including Folkestone and Hythe repre¬ 
sentative, Damian Collins, said the post should 
never have been created, and South Thanet’s 
Laura Sandys described it as a “gimmick”.

Bala Vishnubala, Highways Agen¬ 
cy structures manager, said: “We re¬ 
placed bridge joints earlier this year 
which had come to the end of their life 
and are now returning to carry out 
maintenance on other components to 
prolong the life of this important 
structure. 

“I would encourage anyone who 
may be affected by the work to come 
along and find out more about the 


work, and what they can do to stay 
ahead of the traffic.” 

The first phase of the scheme will 
start with preparation work on Mon¬ 
day, August 5, and will involve over¬ 
night carriageway closures in both 
directions on August 12, 13, 14, 28 
and 30. 

The second phase will begin on 
Monday, September 9, involving the 
London-bound carriageway being 


closed until October 14. The coast- 
bound carriageway will remain open 
to traffic between 6am and 8pm, 
Monday to Saturday with work being 
carried out overnight and on Sun¬ 
days. 

All overnight work will be carried 
out between 8pm and 6am. 

During the carriageway closures, 
fully signed diversion routes will be in 
place via the A20 and A2 5 6.

Habitat survey uncovers surprising 
facts on Kent’s evolving landscape 

Did you know just 17% of county has been developed on, or that our orchards are in serious decline? 
These and other such findings will have an important impact on our future, as Marijke Cox reports 


A GROUNDBREAKING new survey outlining 
the make-up of our county’s landscape has 
uncovered surprising shifts in Kent’s habitat. 

It shows the evolution of how our land is used 
and exactly what percentage of the county has 
been used for development such as housing, and 
how much remains as orchards or farmland. 

Some of the figures will surprise many. 

For example, did you know just 17 per cent of 
the county has been developed? 

But that figure itself has almost doubled over 
the last 50 years; a finding which will fuel 
the concerns of many about our status as the 
Garden of England. 

And as well as revealing what’s going on 
around us now, the Kent Habitat Survey 2012 is 
due to play an even more important role for fu¬ 
ture generations, providing a key marker of the 
impact of climate change on our environment. 

It will also help with the long-term monitoring 
and conservation of areas rich with wildlife, and 
assist with planning decisions. 

The survey, part of the European Interreg 


IVA-2 Seas-funded project Assessing Regional 
Changes in Habitat (ARCH), turned up some 
significant findings, explains William Moreno, 
senior biodiversity projects manager at Kent 
County Council. 

“One of the most outstanding results is the 
decline in traditional orchards,” he said. 

“Some have changed from orchard to arable 
land or just grassland.” 

In fact, traditional orchards and hop fields 
have declined by a staggering 65 per cent since 
the 1960s. 

But Dr Linda Davies, trustee of the Kent and 
Medway Biological Records Centre, which holds 
three million records of species from across Kent, 
said a declining trend has been seen for the last 
20 years. 

“It’s not really that surprising as farmers 
progress with modern technology,” she said. 

“Older, traditional orchards are labour inten¬ 
sive. A lot of people are, however, trying to 
protect some orchards for wildlife and also for 
the historical value.” 


She added: “What is sad to see is some neutral 
species-rich grassland has declined. It’s hard for 
farmers to justify keeping it. 

“It’s biologically rich, but not economic to 
manage and labour intensive. It’s not produc¬ 
tive for animal grazing. 

“It’s a sad sign of the times. There are Europe¬ 
an grants to help fund this - but despite the mon¬ 
ey, they often simply don’t have the time.” 

Mr Moreno said Kent was thriving in terms of 
woodland, with the county among the most 
wooded counties in England. 

This could, he said, be attributed to a drive in 
conifer plantation in the 1950s which has since 
shifted to richer, broadleaf woodlands. 

Another surprising finding, he said, was the 
growth in development, increasing from 10 per 
cent to 17.3 per cent over the last 50 years. 

In terms of the county’s habitat, the built envi¬ 
ronment makes up four per cent. 

Land cover refers to the whole surface of the 
land and its changes. Habitat is the measure of 
the types of land which support wildlife. 


Dr Davies said the increase of development 
has been motoring over the last 50 years. 

“I think when you look at the demands of the 
population, we’re seeing living habits change, so 
there are more single person households and 
therefore more property; it’s not just population 
growth. 

“Kent is also the Gateway to Europe and for 
the last 30 years that has attracted develop¬ 
ment, which creates jobs and we need houses for 
those people.” 

Mr Moreno said the survey will be used for 
many things, including helping analyse the im¬ 
pact climate change will have on the habitat. 

“We now have this information which we can 
combine with other people’s data,” he said. 

“It means we can identify areas of social depri¬ 
vation or the lack of green spaces, for example, 
and look at the connectivity of habitats. 

“Our main drive is to reconnect habitats. We’ve 
got an extremely small amount of heathland and 
it’s very fragmented. We want to reconnect that 
and by using our information and other places’

data we can plot how we can do that.” 

Dr Davies added: “This is an extremely impor¬ 
tant survey. Not many parts of the country have 
this. It’s not just a document it’s a database re¬ 
source - it’s very valuable.” 

The survey will help residents, local authori¬ 
ties, government agencies, conservation bodies, 
wildlife groups, landowners, education estab¬ 
lishments and countryside access groups to 
make informed decisions about land and help 
protect the natural environment. 


David Brazier, KCC cabinet member for trans¬ 
port and environment, said: “This will aid long¬ 
term monitoring and conservation of important 
areas for wildlife, enabling residents and conser¬ 
vation groups and anyone with an interest in this 
area to make informed decisions on planning, 
and assisting the decision making process.” 

The KCC team behind ARCH recently won the 
prestigious British Cartographic Society Avenza 
Award for their work in electronic mapping.

Strictly’s ‘lorry driver’ Len keen to put a 
song and dance in hearts of our elderly

STRAIGHT-TALKING TV dance judge 
Len Goodman says he used to tell 
people he was a lorry driver as he 
feared ridicule for being a dancer. 

The star of the BBC’s Strictly Come 
Dancing started out as an apprentice 
welder, but stumbled into dancing af¬ 
ter trying to recover from a foot injury 
picked up while playing football. 

From 19 he started out on his dance 
career and swiftly made a name for 
himself, winning a host of competi¬ 
tions before retiring from the sport in 
his late 20s.

how much fun it is: if you’re married 
it’s something you can do with your 
partner and if you’re single it’s a great 
way to meet new people.” 

Mr Goodman, 69, was trying to hit 
the right note on a visit to Northfleet 
Day Centre’s Silver Song Club in his 
role as ambassador for the National 


Lottery Awards. The club is trying to 
secure funding through the scheme. 

He is also trying to encourage older 
people to get involved in singing clubs 
for both health and social benefits. 

Mr Goodman added: “When you 
sing as a group you’re heart rate low¬ 
ers and it’s so uplifting. 



“The thing with older people is they 
need something to occupy their time. 

“The main problem many older 
people face is loneliness; if you’re not 
careful you can end up stuck indoors 
not doing anything and not seeing 
anybody. 

“What better way than to join in 
with something with people your own 
age and have a good old sing-song 
and relive songs from your past.” 

Mr Goodman has also seen the 
number of people flock to his dance 
schools dramatically increase since 
Strictly became such a huge hit. 

He added: “There are more shows 
on TV now where people are exposed 
to people singing and dancing. 

“I think it is mostly down to Strictly. 
People have been made aware of the 
benefits and fun of ballroom. Every 
dance school has seen an influx of 
people wanting to take part. 

“Like all dance schools we’ve had 
more people want to take part since 
Strictly, and I do think the show has 
meant people from a generation 
which might not otherwise have tak¬ 
en up ballroom have done so and are 
really enjoying it.”

County’s sporting elite 
not only beneficiaries of 
London Games legacy

AS OUR Olympians took to the blocks in their 
quest for a gold medal, those behind London 
2012 were on a quest of their own. 

For at the very heart of the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games lay something perhaps more 
important than victory; a legacy that would 
inspire future generations. 

This was something embraced by many, met 
with cynicism by others. 

Kent County Council jumped enthusiastically 
on board, launching the Kent 2012 campaign, 
which looked to increase sport participation in 
schools, boost tourism - and at the same time the 
economy - put focus on the county’s arts scene 
and, importantly, promote health and well-being. 

A year on since the spectacle, it’s perhaps hard 
to see the tangible benefits after the Olympic 
flame was extinguished. 

According to the Government, the UK econo¬ 
my has seen a £9.9 billion boost - while KCC 
says the cumulative value of supplier contracts 
secured by local businesses during the Games 
was worth more than £60 million. 

But did the Games inspire a generation to get 


off their sofas and take up sport? 

Figures show a clear upward trend in people 
aged 16 and over taking part in three 30-minute 
sessions of sport and physical activity each week. 

While the numbers aren’t staggering - a rise 
from 20.5 per cent of Kent’s population to 23.4 
per cent since 2005 - it could be argued the Ol¬ 
ympics has stopped any deterioration of people

taking part in sport; especially as budgets and 
grants to sporting organisations are cut in the 
light of the squeeze on the economy. 

The Kent School Games, in particular, is a 
celebrated initiative which sees hundreds of pu¬ 
pils from schools compete against each other 
each year. 


Talented sports people are also benefiting from 
getting enhanced support through new county¬ 
wide schemes and venues across Kent, including 
the Cyclopark in Gravesend, which has already be¬ 
come the nation’s top cycling training and recrea¬ 
tional venue, and Three Hills Sports Park in Folke¬ 
stone, hoped to become a centre of excellence. 

But a KCC spokesman said the Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic legacy in Kent covered more than sport. 

“Kent County Council has launched a Charter 
for Volunteering, in order to encourage and sup¬ 
port increased volunteering activity off the back 
of the Games; the tourism sector is now reaping 
the benefits and the arts and culture sector in 
east Kent was given sufficient confidence to 
mount a bid for the UK City of Culture 2017.” 

KCC’s cabinet member for community servic¬ 
es, Mike Hill, said the passion of the Games was 


still alive in Kent. 

“The legacy continues with our talented per¬ 
formers, school games, sports projects and facili¬ 
ties, volunteers and our work with public health 
to increase sport participation,” he said. 

“Kent had 28 athletes competing in London 
2012, consisting of 16 Paralympians and 12 
Olympians, and the aim is for more from the 
county in Rio in 2016. 

“However, the legacy is not just about the elite 
athletes. KCC is doing all it can to promote health 
and well-being for our residents by encouraging 
an increase in sporting activities.”

Chicks found in nest after ‘pointless 
act’ leaves three seagulls shot dead

THREE seagulls have been shot 
dead by cruel thugs in St Mary’s 
Bay on the Romney Marsh. 

Two were thought to be parents 
of a pair of chicks in a nearby nest, 
which are currently being hand- 
reared by the RSPCA. 

Two of the gulls suffered shot 
wounds in the wings and the other 
in the chest. 

They were taken to the RSPCA’s 
Mallydams Wildlife Centre in Hast¬ 
ings, but the shot gulls were too 
injured to survive. 

Nikki Lambert, wildlife assistant 
and vet nurse at the centre, said: 
“The little things are doing well, 
but are too young to fend for them¬ 
selves, so need to be fed up and 
cared for by us for a while. 

“I only wish whoever is responsi¬ 
ble for this pointless callous act 
could be made to understand the 
repercussions of what they do. 

“It was not just that they killed 
an animal, but destroyed a whole 
gull family. ” 

Senior scientist for the RSPCA,

Adam Grogan, said: “Far too many 
gulls are being killed as a result of 
these deliberate and utterly point¬ 
less acts of cruelty. 

“It seems these animals are just 
being used as target practice. 

“Many of the gulls are not killed 
outright, but suffer long lingering 
deaths from the wounds caused by 
the airguns they are shot with. 

“We urge people to be tolerant of 
the wildlife around them and re¬ 
member it is not only unacceptable, 
but against the law to purposefully 
cause any animal or bird to suffer in 
this way. 

“We believe that deterrents are 
the way to reduce problems, along 
with not feeding the gulls and dis¬ 
posing of rubbish properly.” 

Gulls are protected under the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981 
and it is illegal to intentionally hurt 
them. Herring gulls are of conser¬ 
vation concern in the UK and re¬ 
search has shown that overall gull 
populations are in decline. 

If you find an injured gull or have 
information of a gull being treated 
cruelly, call the RSPCA’s cruelty

Hoax donation leaves 
family ‘disappointed’ 

A £300,000 donation made to the charities 
supported by tragic cross-Channel swimmer 
Susan Taylor has been exposed as a hoax. 

The family of the 34-year-old, who died two 
weeks ago just one mile from the French coast, 
said they were “disappointed and upset". 

The money had been donated last week to the 
fundraising web page. If genuine, it would have 
seen £150,000 distributed to both the charities 
Mrs Taylor had been raising money for; the 
Rainbows children’s hospice in her home county 
of Leicestershire, and Diabetes UK. 

But despite the fundraising firm behind the 
page telling us last week they were in "no doubt" 
the money was genuine, it has since transpired 
to be a cruel hoax. 

In a statement from Mrs Taylor's family, they 
said: "The family were obviously delighted when 
news of a donation pledge of £300,000 to the 
two charities was announced. 

"Unfortunately, it would appear this pledge 
was bogus since the funds have failed to 
materialise in the charities' accounts. 

“We are disappointed and upset that an 
individual has taken actions which have misled the 
family and Susan's chosen charities in this way." 

Some £70,000 has been Legitimately donated 
to the charities. At the time of Mrs Taylor's 
death the total stood at £3,000. 

Mrs Taylor had set off at the crack of dawn 
from Samphire Hoe in Dover on JuLy 14 to make 
the 21-miLe swim to France. 

But she suddenly collapsed in the water just a 
mile off Boulogne. She was airlifted to hospital 
in France but died.

Family name carved in 
county town’s psyche

THERE are few family names that are instantly 
synonymous with our county. 

Thoughts instantly turn to the Neames and 
the famous brewery, and you could argue the 
ancestors of both Charles Dickens and JMW 
Turner will forever be linked with Kent. 

But there is one surname that repeatedly stands 
out in the history of Maidstone... Brenchley. 

Through the generations the name has a 
habit of popping up, their influence 
over the last 300 years visible 
today with one of the county 
town’s most historic town cen¬ 
tre buildings having been 
built by a Brenchley. 

Yet it was Julius Lucius 
Brenchley who has perhaps 
one of the most fascinating 
and rarely heard stories. 

Born in November 
1816 at Kingsley House, 
he attended Maidstone 
Grammar school be¬ 
fore studying at Cam¬ 
bridge University. 

It is said that as a 
young man, Brenchley 
was destined to become a 
member of the clergy hav¬ 
ing been ordained at Maid¬ 
stone’s All Saints’ Church. 

But aged 29, Brenchley fi¬ 
nally decided what his future 
career would be - that of an explorer. 

During a trip around Europe with his fa¬ 
ther, he picked up the enthusiasm for travelling 
and never looked back. 

For the next 20 years, Brenchley, who would 
become known as the ‘gentleman explorer’, 
travelled the world collecting artifacts, writing 
journals and recording both the ethnography - 
the study of culture - and nature he discovered. 

Many of the artifacts he sent home still reside 
in the Brenchley wing of Maidstone museum. 
They include decorative shoes, weapons, tools 
from the tribes he encountered; even fashion 
accessories made from moose feet. 


The naturalist travelled to every continent, 
excluding Antarctica, and has even had primi¬ 
tive snow shoes used in the Arctic Circle on dis¬ 
play in the British Museum. 

Brenchley also spent many years studying na¬ 
tive American Indian tribes in North America. 

But to the regret of scholars worldwide his 
journals from that expedition went missing and 
have never re-emerged. 

Brenchley went on to make both cultural and 
financial contributions to Maidstone Museum, 
so much so that a park adjacent to the building, 
Brenchley Gardens, is named in his 
honour. 

After two decades of travelling, 
Brenchley returned to Kent and 
was hailed locally as a heroic 
adventurer. 

A number of his books 
have been published in¬ 
cluding A Journey to Great 
Salt Lake City, 1861, and 
Jottings During the 
Cruise of HMS Curacoa 
Among the South Sea Is¬ 
lands, in 1865. 

Having spent much of 
his life travelling, he never 
married and died aged just 
56, onFebruary 24,1873, 
during a stay in a hotel in 
Folkestone. He is buried in 
the Brenchley family vaults 
at All Saints’ Church. 

And the Brenchley name con¬ 
tinues to live on. The imposing 
Kentish Bank building - which has 

stood empty since NatWest moved out a year 
ago - is set to be transformed into a pub and res¬ 
taurant known as The Brenchley. 

The Kentish Bank was founded in 1793, hav¬ 
ing been built by Julius’ relative John Brenchley 
on the former site of business group Messrs 
Brenchley and Co. 

The building is known for its former grandeur 
and is complete with solid oak columns, panel¬ 
ling and a stunning glass dome ceiling. 

The Brenchley name is destined to remain 
with the county town, it seems, for generations 
to come.

No place in history for fools 

Alex Perkins, leader of the Lib Dems on Canterbury City Council, 
fumes over plans for the partial closure of the district’s museums 


WHAT on earth is the point of 
museums? 

After all, they cost money, 
collect dust and hardly anyone 
wants to buy their souvenirs. 
Surely there are more impor¬ 
tant things than our heritage 
for local councils to spend their 
money on? 

That, rather shockingly I’m 
afraid, appears to be the current 
thinking at Canterbury City 
Council. 

You see, the council has 
come up with a plan - kept se¬ 
cret from opposition council¬ 
lors and backbenchers until we 
heard about it last week - to 
close most of the museums in 
the district... most of the time. 

And what is the reason for 
this astonishing act of vulgar 
philistinism? 

Well, apparently Canterbury 
spent a staggering £65,000 
last year keeping three muse¬ 
ums open (Canterbury Herit¬ 
age Museum, Whitstable Mu¬ 


seum and Herne Bay Museum) 
on days when not that many 
people chose to visit. 

I mean, good grief, £65,000? 
That’s roughly 17 per cent of 
the money (£376,450.81) the 
city councillors paid them¬ 
selves in allowances last year. 

And the council’s only got 
£6 million in it’s reserves. 

So why on earth should Can¬ 
terbury councillors worry about 
2,000 years of history? It’s not 
like they are the custodians of a 
World Heritage site or anything. 

And as the council’s report 
says - they are only following 
other councils. 

Which councils, do I hear 
you ask? Well it tells you in the 
council’s report (the one where 
they recommend closing our 
museums for more than 200 
days of the year). 

You see, they’ve done a 
“benchmarking” exercise. 

Apparently, according to the 
report, Sheringham Lifeboat 


Museum in Norfolk, Adelburgh 
Maritime History Museum in 
Suffolk and the Amberley Indus¬ 
trial History Museum in West 
Sussex, all close their doors from 
October through to March. 

The conclusion therefore is 
obvious: because three small 
regional museums situated in 
rural areas close their doors for 
most of the year, so should the 
superb heritage museum in the 
historic city of Canterbury, a 
World Heritage Site, the metro- 
political capital of the world¬ 
wide Anglican Church and one 
of the most visited tourism cen¬ 
tres in Britain and Europe. 

Stunned? You shouldn’t just 
be stunned. You should be 
bloody furious. I know I am. 
This is bean-counting of the 
highest degree. 

You can use “benchmark¬ 
ing” and statistical analysis to 
justify almost anything. 

But nothing on God’s Earth 
can justify closing the doors to

our museums, cutting off access 
to our history and robbing visi¬ 
tors and schoolchildren alike of 
the chance to learn about our 
rich cultural heritage. 

Canterbury was sacked by 
Vikings in 1012. They burnt 
the city and did immeasurable 
damage. I know this because I 
have many times followed with 
awe and delight the wonderful 
timeline through Canterbury’s 
heritage museum. 

A thousand years later it is in 
danger of being sacked again. 
This time by Tory councillors. 

In recent times they’ve can¬ 
celled the Christmas lights, 
granted permission for a strip 
club and closed the council and 
tourism offices in our coastal 
towns. Don’t let them take our 
heritage too.

Show glorifies 
war’s horror 

WITH reference to your recent 
articles and promotional 
advertising on the War and 
Peace Show, we wonder 
whether your readers make 
the connection between the 
War and Peace Revival show 
and the reality of present day 
warfare on the ground? 

It cannot be right to 
glamorise the aspects war 
in this way, especially now 
we are being made aware of 
the consequences of war, as 
shown recently on BBCl’s 
Panorama programme, 

Broken by Battle. 

Here was shown the effects 
on soldiers who had left the 
services and were suffering 
from post traumatic stress 
disorder, plus the tragedy of 
more than 50 ex-soldiers who 


had taken their own lives this 
year alone, mostly because 
they could not cope with their 
military experiences. 

And, of course, this number 
is almost incomparable to the 
mass killing and untold 
suffering that has gone on 
during the conflicts in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, mostly 
of innocent victims. 

A real problem is we in 
Britain are divorced from the 
reality of war - it is just visions 
seen on a TV screen - so we 
too readily accept it as a 
worthy cause, when the 
reality is so very different. 

The Panorama programme 
showed one soldier who had 
been so keen to join the Army 
from a young age, pestering 
his mother to buy him an 
army outfit when he was just 
five-years-old.

Greg Miles meets Les McKeown, frontman of 70s chart-toppers The Bay City Rollers, 
who reveals the many highs and darker lows that have made him the man he is today 


McKeown 
reflective 
on Rollers’ 
failure to do 
it their way 


F OR a few years the Bay City 
Rollers had an incredible 
grip on a generation of pop 
fans in the 70s, selling mil¬ 
lions of albums, starting a 
tartan trend and sending 
young girls dizzy with Rollermania. 

But fast forward 40 years, and that 
era with its brand of clean-cut pop has 
left its mark on former frontman Les 
McKeown, whose scars have slowly 
healed enabling him to move on with 
his life after drug and alcohol problems, 
debts, and revelations about his sexual 
relationship with the band’s now dead 
manager Tam Paton coming to light in 
recent years. 

There is also the on-going lawsuit to 
reclaim millions of pounds of unpaid 
royalties. 

The 56-year-old, who is coming to 
Dartford in September with The Bay 
City Rollers Story, a show of live music 
and anecdotes from his career, started 
his journey into worldwide stardom in 
1973, after the group had already re¬ 
leased their first single Keep On Dancing 
which peaked at nine in the UK charts. 

McKeown went on to lead them 
through a five-year period which saw 
the band hit the UK top 10 eight more 
times with hits such as Shang A Lang, 
Bye Bye Baby and Give a Little Love; the 
latter two both reaching number one. 

This success all took place under the 
management of Paton who had a big 
influence on the members of the group; 
guitarists Eric Faulkner, Stuart Wood, 


bassist Alan Longmuir and his brother 
and drummer Derek. 

McKeown, who was 18 when he 
joined the band, has previously re¬ 
vealed a sexually abusive relationship 
with the manager who was jailed 
for three years in 1982, for sexual 
abuse against teenage boys. 

“That was what Mr Paton 
was good at, manipulation,” he 
said. “He kept us in competition 
with each other and didn’t allow 
the band to gel in the way it 
should have; for us to progress 
from young men. 

‘I’ve diced with drink, 
drugs and death. 

I've been through the 

ringer and somehow 

I've come out relatively 

unscathed.’ 


“He wanted us to stay as the Bay City 
Rollers in the same clothes for as long as 
people in the public would buy it. 

“The band had a view that we were 
songwriters and could move into a 
grown-up band at some stage. 

“We trusted him at one point and 
distrusted him at another point. 

“We’ve all been horribly scarred by

the past. I’ve been lucky enough to go 
through therapy and get it out of my 
system. I don’t know how they are [oth¬ 
er band members] coping with that. 

“His relationships with each individ¬ 
ual were different. He had a different 
plan on how to manipulate them. He 
treated us all separately and used our 
strengths and weaknesses against us. 

“He kept us from having a strong 
friendship and a strong bond. If we were 
closely connected with each other his po- 




sition was a bit dodgy. He had to keep the 
individuals needing him for his career.” 

The Bay City Rollers creativity was 
pushed to the side though by those in 
charge who wanted to continue on the 
path that had found them fame in the 
first place. 

“We had another side to us. We 
wanted to write music and be serious 
about where we wanted to go,” he said. 

“That got suffocated by other people.

“They wanted the gravy train to keep produc¬ 
ing gravy and were worried if we went off on a 
tangent, making decisions by ourselves, Christ 
knows what would have happened.” 

As the band’s popularity started to wane near 
the end of the 1970s, the band started to frac¬ 
ture with the original members splintering - in¬ 
cluding McEwan who left after a tour of Japan. 

But, like so many bands of their time, they 
claim to have sold millions of records, yet made 
little financial return. 

The band are currently in a long-running dis¬ 
pute with Artista Records over unpaid royalties 
which could run in to millions of pounds. 

They put their differences aside in 2007, to 
launch the claim. 

McKeown said: “When it was all going horri¬ 
bly wrong we made a lot of bad business deci¬ 
sions. Us being the way we were, poorly educat¬ 
ed kids from a working-class part of Edinburgh 
we believed them. 

“‘It’s us against the world’, they said. If you 
hear that enough at that age you believe it. 

“It (the lawsuit) keeps raising its very attrac¬ 
tive financial head. I had booked a flight to go to 
America three years ago for a trial, but there has 
been a motion for this and that and it’s another 
two months added. I think all the possible mo¬ 
tions have now been exhausted.” 

McKeown is remaining open-minded about the 
outcome and insists he does not want it to affect 
him. 

“I’ve learnt not to think too much like that be¬ 
cause it’s bad for me,” he said. 

“I need to keep myself in a nice positive world. 
It’s not a fantasy world, but something could 
happen with it. It’s either going to come or not. 
But there’s nothing I can do about it. 

“There are people that have invested millions 


of pounds in our court case, travelling all over 
the world to get royalty statements or to fly us to 
America. 

“Knowing what I know about Americans 
makes me think they wouldn’t do it if they weren’t 
certain. 

“But right now, everybody is smiling and lov¬ 
ing hearing me sing and I’m happy. That’s worth 
a lot more than all those dollars that may or may 
not come.” 

Since the lawsuit started McKeown has got 
himself straight again after time in rehab in 
2008, when he was told he could die if he carried 
on his alcohol abuse. 

“I’ve had a second chance at doing so many 
things again after my stint with alcohol. I’m 
happy on so many accounts,” he said. 

“In 2008,1 went into rehab for four weeks and 
ended up in there for four months in Malibu in 
California. The owner wouldn’t let me leave the 
place until he thought I was ready to go back into 
the world. He didn’t charge me: I think it cost 
£800 a day - you wouldn’t get that on the NHS. 

“I came out in early 2009, and felt a bit funny 


for a while, but found my feet again. I go from 
strength to strength each time I do something 
that’s good, from the big things to the little 
things. Whether it’s booking a Travelodge in 
Guatemala to appearing on a stage in front of 
5,000 people. Each time something works out it 
goes into my positive bank. 

“I’m pretty much fully restored to tell the 
truth. I’m in charge of it myself. There’s not 
some big company behind me or a manager ma¬ 
nipulating things; that was part of the problem 
in the first place. 

“I tend to look back on the great years I had in 
the band. That’s the positive that I draw on to 
see me through these times and bring back my 
original personality. 

“I’ve diced with drink, drugs and death, I’ve 
been through the ringer and I’ve come out rela¬ 
tively unscathed.” 

With the revelations about Paton’s abuse of 
McKeown coming to light, the singer is hopeful 
it will raise awareness of sexual abuse and re¬ 
vealed it has led to people who suffered as he did 
get in touch with him. 


McKeown said: “Unfortunately, The Bay City 
Rollers tend to conjure up memories of child 
abuse for some people. But I meet so many peo¬ 
ple who our music has helped through dark 
times. People are more open to talking to me in 
private about it now. The thing not to lose sight 
of is it’s going on now. 

“I still think a lot should be done to encourage 
people to speak up and the powers that be should 
be there. 

“People should be very careful what they do in 
messing around with people’s heads.” 

McKeown left the group in 1978, to pursue a 
solo career. He was followed out the band short¬ 
ly afterwards by Paton who was sacked. 

He formed a new band, called Ego Trip, releas¬ 
ing the album All Washed Up and went on to sell 
millions of records in Japan and Germany into 
the early 1980s. 

His departure came at a time when the band’s 
success was waning and creative rifts began to 
emerge. 

“We believed the hype as much as anything 
else,” he said. “We lost ourselves in our career; 
we didn’t think about it that much. If we could 
do it all again we would, but with a mature head. 

“Things were disjointed. There was a stage 
where I was ready to do X and they weren’t and 
a stage where they were ready and I wasn’t. 

“We were developing at different speeds. I 
might have wanted things for the good of the 
band and the band weren’t ready to hear it and 
likewise.” 

Now, though, McKeown can develop at his 
own speed, under his own steam, back doing 
what he loves best.

FOLLOWING new government 
plans to tackle the decline of Brit¬ 
ain’s bees, campaigners in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells have organised a sec¬ 
ond walk to encourage people to 
realise the importance of the debate. 

The Tunbridge Wells branch of 
Friends of the Earth has cautiously 
welcomed environment minister 
Lord de Mauley’s ‘national pollina¬ 
tor strategy’ designed to help the 
country’s flagging bee numbers 
and other pollinating insects. 

Honeybees are nearly extinct and 
solitary bees are declining in more 
than half the areas they have been

studied in. Some species of bumble¬ 
bee have been lost altogether. 

Other research has revealed a 
dozen of the UK’s most iconic bees, 
including our rarest solitary bee, the 
large mason bee, are in jeopardy, 
while a third of all England’s honey¬ 
bee colonies died over the winter. 


The local Friends of the Earth 
branch played a big part by publi¬ 
cising the campaign and collecting 
signatures for a petition with chair¬ 
man Iain Dalgleish writing to Tun¬ 
bridge Wells MP Greg Clark on the 
subject to enlist his support. 

They want a clear plan put in 
place by spring of next year to re¬ 
verse the decline. 

Anthony Bales, from the group, 
said: “Along with scientists and 
businesses, there has been tremen¬ 
dous public pressure on MPs. Those 
in Tunbridge Wells and the sur¬ 
rounding areas who signed the peti¬ 
tions and took action have helped to 
sting the Government into an¬ 
nouncing a bee action plan. 


“The minister’s plan of action 
must be in place when bees emerge 
from hibernation next spring. 

“We can’t afford to gamble any 
longer with our food, countryside 
and economy.” 

Friends of the Earth in Tunbridge 
Wells has now organised another 
Bee Walk to continue gathering 
support for the campaign. 

It takes place on Sunday, August 
18, and will again be led by Ian 
Beavis, local naturalist and a cura¬ 
tor at Tunbridge Wells Museum. 

The walk starts at 10.30am from 
the car park opposite Linden Crick¬ 
et Club Pavilion on Fir Tree Road, 
The Common, and will last for 
about two hours.

Why the Windmill is turning in 
the right direction for Phillips 


HAVING taken a Michelin star back to his 
Thackeray’s restaurant at Tunbridge Wells after 
a seven year absence, Richard Phillips is proba¬ 
bly having one of his best years as a chef patron. 

Kent born and bred, Phillips’ fame extends 
outside the kitchen and on to our TV screens as 
one of the many ‘celebrity chefs’ plying their 
trade on daytime and prime-time schedules. 

And his portfolio of properties in his home 
county is growing too; a list which includes The 
Pearson’s Arms in Whitstable, The Hengist in 
Maidstone and The Windmill at Hollingbourne. 

And it was the latter which drew my attention 
on a visit to the charming village. 

With black beams and white walls, it is very in 
keeping with the current trend of gastro pubs. 

The changing lunch menus are penned on 
brown paper scrolls hanging from the ceiling 
making a creative change to the modern classic 
blackboards and chalk. 

On a Wednesday evening, it was far from full, 
yet a centrally located bar gives it a buzz and at¬ 
mosphere. 

We were greeted at the table with a metal pie 
tin filled with salmon and dill mousse on melba 
toast, compliments of the chef. 

It was delightfully light and, like the tradition¬ 
al on-the-house bread basket, always gratefully 
received. To start I opted for the Cornish crab 



and pickled raddish salad, served with avocado, 
and peanut dressing on toasted brioche; an ex¬ 
cellent summer starter. 

My guest went for the Weald smoked duck 
breast, crisp pancetta, poached grapes and confit 
duck egg. 

The complex but delcious entree offered a fur¬ 
ther example of creative presentation as the 
breast arrived in tightly curled rolls and were de¬ 
signed to be dipped in the perfectly cooked runny 
duck egg. 

Onto the main course and I chose a succulent 


roasted loin of Charing pork which came 
wrapped in cured ham. 

It was presented with salsify, cumin seeded 
carrots and spring onions covered in honey, 
mustard and Kentish rapeseed dressing. 

It sat on top of a bed of spinach which soaked 
up the juices of the meat and dressing - making 
for a dish bursting with flavour. 

My guest went for the pub’s deal of the day - 
the Windmill burger and drink for £10. 

Arriving on a piece of wood, the burger came 
with home made chunky chips and burger 
sauce; a far cry from the more intricate dishes, 
but satisfactory, none-the-less. 

For dessert I chose an artistic white chocolate 
cheese cake served with mango sorbet, blackber¬ 
ries and honeycomb. Again it was excellent and 
really added a melt in mouth end to the meal. 

My guest went for a traditional peach melba 
with raspberry purree and vanilla ice cream. 

The total bill, with a couple of drinks, came to 
£70.25. The Windmill’s mix of classic pub grub with 
line dining offers its visitors something well above 
what is fast becoming the “gastro pub’’tedium.

THIS is what the new £1.5 million Kent Event 
Centre will look like when work is complete - 
with those behind the project confident it will 
elevate the venue to being the largest and most 
flexible conference space in the county. 

The work will see the existing Kent Pavilion at 
the Kent Showground in Detling pulled down, 
and replaced. 

The new venue will seat up to 4,000 people 
‘theatre-style’. Work, say the Kent County Agri¬ 
cultural Society (KCAS), will begin in October 
and should be unveiled in time for next year’s 
Kent County Show, which is staged on the site. 

Glyn Charlton, honorary finance director of 
the KCAS, says: “This investment will further 
enhance the already excellent range of facilities 
here at the Kent Event Centre.” 

The project, funded by a Barclays Bank loan, 
is to be built by the Kent-based construction 
company Cardy. If all goes to plan, the project 
will be completed by the end of April 2014. 

The last major expansion at the site was two 
years ago, when the ribbon was cut on the Clive 
Emson Conference Centre. 

Event centre manager, Alison Wallington, 
said the on-going programme of investment 
in facilities at the centre, boosting choice and 
capacity for clients, was paying dividends in at¬ 
tracting more bookings. 

She added: “By investing in facilities and 
maintaining a clear focus on customer service 
we are enjoying a hugely successful year, with 
bookings into 2014 looking very healthy. 

“Businesses and event organisers are demand¬ 
ing choice, flexibility and value for money. While

Property development promises new jobs and £10m hotel

MORE than 130 new jobs are to 
be created when a £10 million 
92-room hotel, pub and residential 
area is created in Bexleyheath. 

It will be formed by a new 
property development in Albion 
Road, which includes 43 flats, three 
commercial units, and an under¬ 
ground car park with 75 spaces. 

The hotel will be leased by 
Premier Inn which says it expects it 
to generate £lm of business in the 
area. The flats have been sold to 
the Hyde Housing Association and 
will be available through a shared 
ownership scheme. 


Family-run property firm 
Skillcrown Homes is behind the 
project, made possible courtesy of 
a £3.8m development loan from 
NatWest. 

Yalpiray Osman owns the firm. 

He said: "This is the biggest 
project we've undertaken in 20 
years of trading which has allowed 
our company to grow substantially. 

"With the hotel freehold 
remaining in our hands it will also 
provide a sustained income." 

As a result, Skillcrown Homes 
has added to its head office team 
and expects its turnover to increase 


by 20-25 per cent. 

Corrado Vulpio, of the NatWest 
real estate team, added: "This 
development will give the commu¬ 
nity a real boost. I'm really looking 
forward to seeing the development 
come to fruition in my local area." 

In addition, Skillcrown Homes has 
worked with Lombard - NatWest's 
dedicated asset finance provider-to 
secure a £60,000 asset finance 
facility to purchase a crane for use 
during the development. 

The acquisition will save the 
company money on hiring and is a 
long-term investment.

A SKILLS academy has been 
given the seal of approval by 
councillors in Ashford.

Academy delight after 
funding gets approval 


HARTSDOWN Academy has secured a £1.2mil- 
lion grant to build a new sixth form studies cen¬ 
tre at its site in Margate. 

The financial injection is seen as a huge boost 
after it missed out on securing major redevelop¬ 
ment funds as a result of the Government’s 
squeeze on spending. 

The Coalition’s first spending review saw it 
agonisingly miss out on the Building Schools for 
the Future programme and futher building 
projects have also been turned down be¬ 
cause of funding restrictions. 

But now the Education Funding 
Agency has given it the nod for 
the cash which will allow 
work to begin this summer. 

Planning permission has 
already been granted and 
tailor-made architect de¬ 
signs are already in place. 

If all goes to plan, it will 
be completed by March 
2015. 

Delighted head teacher 
Andy Somers said it will “re-en- 
ergise learning for the next gener¬ 
ation of sixth formers in the town”. 

Mr Somers said: “This will be something 
special, a new two-storey centre to the front and 
side of the existing main building. It will change 
the appearance of our college frontage quite dra¬ 
matically. 

“It is a bespoke design that follows consulta¬ 
tion with architects and it will be individual.” 

And it comes as a welcome relief after years of 
disappointment. 

Mr Somers said: “Our philosophy was just to 
get on with it. Hartsdown is all about the stu¬ 


dents and we redoubled our efforts to make sure 
they had the very best learning experience, de¬ 
spite being in older buildings compared to some 
schools. 

“Our sixth form is expanding with more stu¬ 
dents than ever moving on to university, train¬ 
ing and jobs. Our success at GCSE and A Level - 
and our good with outstanding features Ofsted 
inspection - is making it an increasingly popular 
choice for students and the new centre will give 
us much more space, resources and the 
space to embrace even more courses.” 
It comes as all schools expect in¬ 
creasing demand for sixth form 
facilities as the school leaving 
age is raised, in stages, to 18. 
Head of school Tony Dav¬ 
ies said: “This is a huge 
boost following the disap¬ 
pointment of the BSF pro¬ 
gramme but we never gave 
up and a lot of people have 
given us energetic support to 
f get improvements at 
Hartsdown. 

“They include Sir Roger Gale, 
Laura Sandys, Kent County Council, 
Margate Charter Trustees, former mayors 
Iris Johnston, Mick Tomlinson and Will Scobie, 
and our governors. We are very grateful to them 
all and I am sure they are just as delighted as we 
are. 

“This is a key moment for Hartsdown and the 
future of Margate. We have already been award¬ 
ed Sport England funding for the development of 
an all-weather 3G floodlit soccer pitch for the 
school and the community, and work also starts 
on that this summer. ” 



KITA goes Live to boost students’ skills

PARTNERS: Lord Sugar was so impressed with Susan Ma's business plan that he invested £200,000

WHEN Lord Sugar turned to Susan Ma during 
the final stages of the 2011 series of The Appren¬ 
tice and uttered the phrase ‘you’re fired’, the 
21-year-old saw her dreams of success flattened. 

But she dusted herself down and pushed ahead 
with her own business plan. 

And just months later Lord Sugar was tapping 
her on the shoulder and offering a £200,000 in¬ 
vestment to be partners. 

Suddenly, coming third in the TV show didn’t 
seem such a disappointment. 

Now 24, Miss Ma’s Tropic Skin Care range is 
proving a hit, and last week she was at the Hilton 
Hotel in Maidstone in a bid to push her “social 
selling” project. 

She told Kos: “I think Lord Sugar does The 
Apprentice, not for the money or the fame; he 
does it to actually inspire the nation. 

“To get people out there starting up their own 
businesses and to inspire the entrepreneurial 
flair we have in all of us.” 

The pair launched their new brand just three 
months ago. 

Lord Sugar took to the BBC spin-off show 
You’re Hired to tell of the “synergy” between 
himself and Miss Ma and expressed a desire to 
work with her in the future. 

She said: “During the show none of us got to 
have a conversation with Lord Sugar really, 
aside from being in the boardroom. And there 
was a long period where we had finished filming 
and before it was aired. 

“We finally met again at the after-party and 
he came up to me, tapped me on the shoulder 
and said ‘here is my business card, I want you to 
come to my office and bring your products and 
your business plan’. 

“My business had grown quite quickly by that 
point. 

“So I went to his office, showed him the prod¬ 
ucts and he went off and showed some people 
and his wife. 

“A couple of weeks later he invited me back 
and said ‘my wife really likes your product and 
your business plan is sound, how much do you 


want for 50 per cent of your business?” 

Miss Ma asked for £200,000. 

“He just said ‘done’,” she remembers. “It was so 
quick, and a few days later there was a contract. 

“When Lord Sugar invested, we looked for a 
route to market. We looked at the potential of 
putting our products in shops like Superdrug 
and such like, but it didn’t really go with the 
brand: we are a niche, natural brand and all of 
our products are handmade as well. 

“So what we decided to do was create an op¬ 
portunity for ambassadors to join us, endorse 
the products, receive free training and sell the 
products through our success plan.” 

Miss Ma has been in business since she was 
15, when she started selling home-made body 
scrubs in jam jars at Greenwich Market. 

But now with Lord Sugar and 700 Tropic Skin 
Care ambassadors already on her team, the en¬ 
trepreneur wants to help others become more 
business minded. 

But does the popular BBC show mirror the 


world of business she now operates within? 

She said: “It’s not entirely realistic. The Ap¬ 
prentice can give the illusion a business is very 
easy to run; that you can just start a product, 
market it, sell it and make money by the end of 
the day. 

“But obviously what you don’t see is that eve¬ 
rything has been organised for you behind the 
scenes. It takes months of preparation by the peo¬ 
ple who organise The Apprentice to get it sorted. 

“I remember we came up with a biscuit on one 
task, and by the afternoon we were there in the 
factory making prototypes and in the evening 
we were making banners, graphic designs, and 
the next day we had a finalised product that we 
could pitch and sell to the supermarket. 

“That is never going to happen in real life... I 
wish it was that easy. 

“It’s what could happen in real life, but mas¬ 
sively condensed and with an unlimited budget. 
It gives you a flavour of what will happen, but 
over a long period of time.”

New £160m strategy boost for farmers’ futures 


A MASSIVE £160 million injection 
to help the UK's agriculture 
industry become a world leader in 
science and technology has been 
welcomed by the county's farmers. 

The Agricultural Technologies 
Strategy is designed to deliver 
sustainable, healthy and affordable 
food for future generations. And it 
aims to ensure everyone in the 
production chain - from farmers, to 
retailers to shoppers - will benefit. 

With breakthroughs in nutrition, 
informatics, satellite imaging, 
remote sensing, meteorology and 
precision farming the Government 
has recognised agriculture is one of 
the world’s fastest growing sectors. 


To get the ball rolling on the 
new strategy, a £160 million 
government investment in 
developing cutting-edge technolo¬ 
gies has been announced. 

Pat Crawford, spokesman for 
Hadlow College, which specialises 
in agriculture, issued a note of 
caution, however. She said: "The 
objectives outlined in the strategy 
are crucially important in both 
economic and social terms but the 
£160 million investment won't go 
far without very careful manage¬ 
ment control. 

"Global demand for food is rising 
at an alarming rate and the UK 
must aim to be a world Leader in 


finding solutions and applying 
techniques that will help to 
address food security issues. 

"Education and training will be 
crucially important if the strategy 
is to produce Long-term accumula¬ 
tive benefits." 

Rob Fraser, professor of 
agricultural economics, at the 
University of Kent, said: "I think this 
ties up neatly with the environment 
minister Owen Patterson's recent 
news about the importance of 
keeping the political door open to 
using technology. 

"It can be used to develop 
genetically modified food as a 
potential solution both to food 


security problems and to environ¬ 
mental conservation." 

The National Farmers' Union in 
Kent said it is good news for the 
county's many farms with new 
methods to improve efficiency. 

NFU president Peter Kendall 
said: "The strategy resonates 
strongly with existing develop¬ 
ments and initiatives involving 
many food, farming and research 
organisations.. 

The agri-food supply chain, from 
agriculture to final retailing and 
catering, is estimated to contribute 
£96 billion to the nation's economy 
and employ some 3.8 million 
people.

Patience a virtue 
greatly rewarded 
when gardening 


P ROVERB of the month: August 
sunshine and bright evenings 
ripens the grapes. 

How welcome these hot sunny 
days have been, received by 
gardeners (such as us) whose 
sweet peas grew little more than 12 inches in 
the cold and rain of last year, but now stand at 
close to five-feet and are a riot of colour. 
Everything is such an improvement on last year. 

Is the future the fuchsia? 

The fuchsia is such a versatile and long-lived 
plant for colour right up until November. 

We have them in flower until after Christmas 
or the first hard frost. They are impervious to 
cold nights and torrential rains, too. 

The Magellanica species are excellent and, 
like all fuchsias, now is the ideal time for 
planting.

Even the so-called non-hardy, the exhibition 
and show fuchsias, can be left out ready to flush 
into growth the next year. 

This is the trick; after the foliage has died 
down following the first frost, lift them and 
replant straight away, around nine inches 
deeper than the original root ball, stems and all. 

Then trim back the remaining old growth to 
about 10 inches and forget them. 

Your patience will be rewarded in late May 
next year, when shoots will appear from the 
ground. Since they are acclimatised, tender 
non-hardy fuchsias will grow away fast.

Hanging baskets and standard fuchsias are a 
joy, believe me. 

Another thing to bring joy to your garden 
could be growing citrus trees, bird of paradise 
plants, early strawberries or tomatoes... and it is 
so easy. 

A good one to start with are tamarillo tree 
tomatoes. They produce a lovely fruit the size of 
a buck egg which can retail for around 9Op 
each. This versatile fruit is good in sorbets and 
drinks, as well as salads. 

Another must is the Jacques Amand cata¬ 
logue, from the flower bulb specialists. 

I suggest getting your hands on this glorious 
catalogue of treasures. 

I first purchased a copy from Jacques 
Amand’s late father in 1956, and grew pots of 
iris reticulata, richly perfumed cheerfulness 
narcissi, hyacinths and snowdrops. 

Did you know you can eat your flowers? 

Seriously it’s true - you can crystallize your 
flowers for cake decorations. 

My late mother used to crystallize violets, 
fuchsias, rose petals, fruit blossoms, pansies and 
violas. 

How did she do it? You need to pre-heat the 
oven to around 150C. Lightly whisk one egg 
white and weigh out 7 5 grams of caster sugar. 

Spread the sugar on a baking tray and dry in 
the oven, remove and allow to cool. Carefully 
brush the flowers all over with the egg white. 

Sprinkle the sugar over the surface of the 
flowers and carefully shake off the surplus. 

You will then need to leave them to dry in a 
warm place overnight on greaseproof paper. To 
preserve them keep in an air-tight tin. They are 
an easy decoration for cakes or desserts for 
friends and family.

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chrysanthemums can be used fresh from the 
plant for food garnishing to that end. 

I learned this handy tip from Shing, a Chinese 
lady I knew who lived in Folkestone. She 
introduced me to the Japanese Annual Festival 
of Happiness to celebrate chrysanthemums, a 
flower I have grown and sold since the early 
1960s. 

Vegetable planting now... 

Although you may not think it, you can still 
continue with sowing and planting including, 
of course, pot-grown fruits - especially vines. 

Globe artichokes and cardoon plants can be 
set in the ground now. I have found these to be 
really winter hardy and not so commonly 
available. 

During the current hot weather, I found 
myself with a surplus of calabrees and our 
rainbow cauliflowers have turned a deep 
purple, bright orange and emerald green. 

Rather than let them blow to seed and go to 
waste, I cut them off and where appropriate my 
wife made lots of cauliflower cheese which is 
now in the deep freeze for winter use. 

Do the same - do not let your surplus fruit 
and veg go to waste. Tomatos are also in great 
supply, which my wife cuts and grills, and also 
freezes. 

When you want to use them all you have to 
do it let them defrost overnight and re-grill. 

They taste just as though they had been 
picked and are rich in lycupene which is said to 
destroy cancer cells, as does pure grape juice 
and mung beans.

W ITH temperatures soaring and 
spaces limited at the beach, it 
could be the chance you have 
been waiting for to spend time on 
improving your garden.

ASKED what car he or she drives, a Citroen 
Picasso driver might simply reply “a Picasso”. 

IPs a sign that the French marque’s highly 
successful MPV series has almost become a 
brand in its own right, an impression that will 
deepen soon with the arrival of an all-new C4 
- the mainstay model in the Picasso line-up. 

The standard five-seater is due in showrooms 
within weeks, and the seven-seat Grand C4 
arrives around the turn of the year. 

The headline feature on both is a sleek 
eye-catching design replacing the rather 
more quirky lines of their predecessors; there’s 
a hint of the wrap-around front end styling that 
attracted so much praise for the Range Rover 
Evoque and both cars are more obviously sisters 
this time around. 

Citroen says the five-seat model will also be 
the first compact MPV with road tax-exempt 
C02 emissions of less than 1 OOg/km. 

And it will deliver a huge cabin within a 
relatively compact 4.43m-long by 1.83m-wide 
exterior - it’s actually 40mm shorter than its 
predecessor - while also including the biggest 
boot in its class at 5 3 7 litres. 

And yet the car doesn’t suffer from a boxy 
body to accommodate all its obvious space and 
practicality; in fact, smooth and rounded lines 
contribute to excellent aerodynamics that boost 
the new line-up’s green credentials. 

The previous car attracted some criticism 
for being prone to that common MPV failing, a 
rolling gait when tackling a corner, but Citroen 
says it has addressed that and ensured a better 
balance between comfort and road holding, no 
doubt helped by the new platform’s wider track 
and longer wheelbase. 

As with the previous car, there is the 
capability to flood the glassy cabin with even 
more light, courtesy of a panoramic screen and 
large glass roof totalling 5.3sq m. 

For those who really want to travel first 
class, there is also a Lounge Pack, delivering 
massage seats in the front, a ‘Relax’ seat that 
lets the front passenger stretch out their legs 
and a Relax headrest on all seats, for comforting 
neck support. 

There’s also a futuristic dashboard featuring 
two screens: a seven-inch touchpad for in-car 
functions such as dual-zone air con, navigation, 
audio, telephone and driving aids; and a 
high-definition 12-inch for essential driving 
information from the sat nav and driving aids. 

But the really good news is this futuristic 
package comes with lower running costs too, 
helped by an impressive 140-kilo weight-saving 
compared with the old car - that’s equivalent 
to more than 2 2-stone or two adults of average 
weight. 

This has been achieved by judicious use of 
aluminium and composite materials and, 
combined with improved and largely diesel 
powertrains, has driven C02 emissions down by 
an average of 30g/km compared to the old model.

It's an estate - but whisper it...

DESCRIBING a car as an ‘estate’ could spark a 
ferocious row in the House of Commons. 

One can imagine the Rt Honourable member 
for Grimesdale complaining this is a posh term 
for cars used on a country estate - a place his 
gritty, ‘ard-working constituents can only 
dream about owning. 

However, on the opposite side of the chamber, 
the Rt Honourable member for Cotswolds-on- 
the-Water might s n iff: “Mr Speaker, this is a 
blue-collar term for a motor car that people use 
to carry their tools and paint, with (pause for 
shock) ladders on the top.” 

No wonder then that most manufacturers 
have distanced themselves from the traditional 
double-edged term ‘estate’ - permutations of 
sport and tourer being particularly popular. 

But if you are not to be seen as mealy-mouthed 
or even devious, it’s important to style and equip 
it to merit such flashy alternative labels, and 
Renault have done just that with the Megane 
Sport Tourer (from £17,350). 

Of course, with a variety of petrol and diesel 
engines offered, some suit the ‘sport’ bit better 
than others, but the car certainly looks racy and 
may well be the most attractive estate car - to 
use that divisive term - in a ‘C’ market segment 
also inhabited by the likes of the Ford Focus, 
Vauxhall Astra and VW Golf. 

Cleverly, this styling elan does not cost practi¬ 
cality either: not only is there more room for 
passengers in the back than in the five-door 
hatchback Megane, but the Sport Tourer is also 
one of the most capacious load-luggers in its 
class and certainly better than several rivals also 
trying to blend space with grace. 

In fact, with a 524-litre boot and total cargo 
area of 1,600 litres, the car even challenges mod¬ 
els in the bigger D segment: the frumpy VW Pas¬ 
sat doesn’t exactly blow the Renault away with 
603 and 1,731 respectively, while the big and

flashy Vauxhall Insignia Sports Tourer is embar¬ 
rassed, with just 500 and 1,530. And though 
the current Megane range has been around since 
2009, it had a significant facelift last year, bring¬ 
ing thoroughly modern powertrains and eco 
upgrades as well as smarter cosmetics. 

The three Stop & Start units stand out: 1.2 TCe 
115 petrol, and 1.5 dCi 110 and 1.6 dCi 130 die¬ 
sels - the last being that in the top spec GT Line 
Tom Tom model tested here and claimed to be 
the most powerful yet frugal engine of its size. 

Admittedly, I didn’t get close to the official 
combined cycle consumption figure of 70.6mpg, 
because I was busy enjoying the lively perform¬ 
ance - 0-62 mph in 10.1 seconds. 

That’s not bad for a so-called utility car, 
though it was not so much the power on tap that 
impressed, but the smooth delivery. 

The current generation Megane also suffers 


little of the handling and steering wooliness of its 
predecessor. Cornering feels assured, without 
losing the smooth ride that is a feature of most 
Gallic cars, though the Megane is sometimes un¬ 
settled by flaky rural roads. 

My only reservation is the fussy dashboard; 
someone has tried hard to make a big impres¬ 
sion, but it doesn’t really work. 

However, there is tons of equipment even on 
standard models, and our GT Line included the 
easy to use TomTom sat nav - naturally - plus 
LED running lights, parking camera with rear 
parking sensors and top notch sound system. 

The range also now comes with Renault 4+ 
programme - four-year/100,000 mile warranty, 
free routine servicing for four years/48,000 
miles, four years’ roadside cover and up to four 
years’ finance - a concession to the five and even 
seven years’ cover offered by several rivals.

ATTACKING or defending - it makes no odds to 
new Gillingham man Amine Linganzi when it 
comes to fitting into Martin Allen's diamond 
midfield system. 

The 23-year-old has played in both the anchor 
role and the more advanced position for 
Gillingham in pre-season after signing on a free 
transfer from Accrington Stanley. 

At 6ft 2in and with an athletic build, he will no 
doubt prove an asset at both ends of the pitch 
this term, and the Congolese international does 
not mind where he is asked to play. 

In the Gills latest friendly, the 3-0 loss to 
Premier League Crystal Palace, he played in the 
holding role. Linganzi said: "If the manager 
wants me to play there I will do it.

Adams keen to salvage Kent’s 
season with a positive attitude

KENT coach Jimmy Adams insists the county 
still have plenty to play for this season despite 
disappointing results in the County Champion¬ 
ship and the T20. 

Kent picked up their first win in six T20 
matches at Hampshire last Sunday, ending the 
host’s 17-match unbeaten run in the competi¬ 
tion they won last season, before a nine-run win 
over Sussex in the same competition on Wedne- 
say night. 

The week before, they claimed their first vic¬ 
tory in the championship against Gloucester¬ 
shire at Cheltenham with Brendan Nash hitting 
a superb 199 before retiring with sunstroke after 
a gruelling five hours at the crease in hot sun¬ 
shine. 

But those positives have come too late to sal¬ 
vage anything of note in the two competitions. 

There is, though, still a chance of a quarter-fi¬ 
nal slot in the 40-over Yorkshire Bank 40 
(YB40) which resumes on August 11. 

Adams is treating every game left in that com¬ 
petition like it is their last, and remains positive 
about what the players can achieve on a person¬ 
al level in the T20 and four-day game. 

“It has been a challenge by way of results, but 
you keep going one game at a time,” he said. “It’s 
important we keep the lads as motivated as pos¬ 
sible and get wins across the board. 

“I think the lads are still upbeat. There is still a

lot to play for in terms of getting results. There is 
an outside chance we can qualify for the YB40 
quarters. The approach to the four-day is the 
same; we still have plenty to play for. 

“I don’t think anybody wanted us to be in the 
bottom half of the table, and that includes us. 
But the key thing is to make sure you have a 
plan going forward and try to get as much out of 
the season as you can, collectively and individu¬ 
ally. 


“There is definitely a lot at stake. We are not 
going into four-day cricket with anything other 
than a positive attitude.” 

He insists the door is not closed on selection for 
the first team in any format of the game as he 
has shown in recent weeks with the likes of Fa¬ 
bian Cowdrey, son of former Kent and England 
captain Chris, opening the batting alongside fel¬ 
low youngster Daniel Bell-Drummond. 

“We gave some of the lads who have played up 
until now a break which was needed,” he said. 
“We have had some really good performances in 
second team cricket and we thought it was good 
to see what they could do in the first team. 

“The guys who are batting are clicking quite 
well. Those who are there deserve to be there. 
We still have games left and a lot of cricket to be 
played, I’m not ruling anybody out of conten¬ 
tion.” 

Kent will now be without South African bowl¬ 
er Vernon Philander who jetted off to the Carib¬ 
bean this weekend following his final game on 
Friday night against Surrey at the Kia Oval. 

The 28-year-old will be playing for the Jamai¬ 
ca Tallawahs in the Caribbean Premier League 
T20 which starts on Thursday. Prior to Friday’s 
finale, he played in seven T20 matches taking 
seven wickets, with his best figures on debut 
against Middlesex when he took 4 for 8.
